Sinc e an address list is always updat e d when a network acc e ss s e rv e r logs on/off, a 
configuration of th e group of n e twork access serv e rs is ess e ntially simplified for the operator of a 
pack e t data n e twork. Various m e thods can b e appli e d in this case, and th e s e ar e cit e d in th e 
dep e nd e nt claims. 

It is particularly advantag e ous if, 
when a new network access server logs onto a group of network access servers, a first 
message is sent from the new network access server to the network access servers of this 
group, 

the network access servers of this group store the address of the new network access server 
in an address list and send a second message to the new network access server in each case, 
the second messages are received and used by the new network access server for creating 
and storing an address list of all network access servers in this group. 

This variant of th e claimed method is particularly e asy to impl e m e nt and th e r e for e 
particularly advantageous. In this cas e , a first m e ssag e of th e new network acc e ss s e rver is 
follow e d by s e cond m e ssag e s of th e n e twork acc e ss servers of a group. Sinc e th e m e ssag e s 
contain the addr e ss e s of th e s e nd e rs, it is advantag e ously pos s ibl e to e stablish addr e ss lists in the 
n e twork acc e ss s e rv e rs, both in th e new n e twork acc e ss serv e r and in the network acc e ss s e rv e rs 
of th e group. 

This is a particularly easv-to-implement and therefore advantageous method for 
managing a group of network access servers, by means of which an address list of a network 
access server always has the latest status of the network access servers within the group of the 
method according to the invention. In this case, a first message of the new network access server 
is followed by second messages of the network access servers of a group. Since the messages 
contain the addresses of the senders, it is advantageously possible to establish address lists in the 
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network access servers, both in the new network access server and in the network access servers 
of the group.

Sinc e an addr e ss list is continuously updat e d when a n e twork acc e ss server logs on and/or 
off, configuring th e group of n e twork acc e ss s e rv e rs is gr e atly simplifi e d for th e op e rator of a 
pack e t data n e twork. It should be noted at this point that th e advantag e s which ar e cit e d in 
r e lation to th e claim method apply e qually to the claimed network acc e ss serv e r and vice versa. 

In this case, it is particularly advantag e ous if th e n e twork acc e ss s e rv e r includ e s 
means for receiving a first message, which message indicates the logging on of a new 
network access server to a group of network access servers, 

means for storing an address of the new network access server in an address list, wherein 
the address is contained in the first message, 

means for sending a second message to the new network access server, and 

means for receiving second messages and means for generating and storing an address list 

of all network access servers in a group, wherein the addresses are contained in the second 

messages. 

This variant of the inv e ntion is particularly e asy to impl e ment and th e r e for e particularly 
advantageous. In this cas e , a n e twork acc e ss s e rv e r compris e s means for transferring the local 
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addr e ss to th e n e twork acc e ss s e rv e rs in a group, and moans for e stablishing addross lists of th e . 
other network access servers in a group. 

The network server according to the invention therefore enables the particularly easv-to- 
implement and therefore advantageous inventive method for managing a group of network 
access servers. In this case, a network access server comprises means for transferring the local 
address to the network access servers in a group, and means for establishing address lists of the 
other network access servers in a group.
